Trial  Grounds. 

Many  flower  lovers  have  made  visits  to  Holland  in  the  early 
Spring  months  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  the  wonderful  display  of 
spring  flowering  bulbs  when  in  bloom,  and  while  there,  have  selected 
the  varieties  they  wished  to  plant  in  their  own  gardens.  While  it 
would  be  impossible  for  anyone  to  duplicate  those  wonderful  dis- 
plays of  color  and  gorgeous  beauty,  it  is  possible  to  show  a small 
number  of  the  many  striking  varieties  of  tulips,  narcissis,  peony,  etc. 
and  thus  enable  patrons  to  select  the  varieties  they  wish  to  better 
advantage  than  by  depending  upon  a printed  description. 

For  this  reason  and  for  the  purpose  of  testing  out  new  varieties 
I have  established  trial  grounds  at  Areola,  N.  J.  where  I will  have 
a representative  in  attendance  every  week  day  who  will  gladly  show 
visitors  the  hundreds  of  varieties  in  bloom  during  the  season.  The 
grounds  are  situated  on  the  corner  of  Paterson  Road  and  the  Saddle 
River  Road  leading  to  Ridgewood,  an  eighth  of  a mile  west  of  the 
Old  Mill  Wheel  by  the  bridge  at  Areola,  familiar  to  all  motorists  in 
this  section.  It  may  also  be  reached  by  Hudson  River  trolley  either 
from  130th  St.  ferry  New  York  or  from  Paterson  by  alighting  at 
Broadway  crossing  where  the  trolley  leaves  the  public  right  of  way 
and  walking  east  5 minutes  to  the  grounds. 

If  you  will  advise  me  of  your  desire  to  visit  the  grounds  I will 
gladly  notify  you  when  any  of  the  varieties  in  which  you  are  in- 
terested may  be  seen  at  their  best.

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Herbaceous  Chinese  Peonies  , 

(Paeonia  Sinensis  Double) 

HERBACEOUS  PEONIES:  After  the  Rose,  the  peony  is  by  far  the 
most  beautiful  garden  flower.  It  has  been  a favorite  for  many 
years,  but  many  improvements  have  been  made  by  hybridization  in 
recent  years,  and  the  present  development  of  this  Queen  among 
flowers  has  brought  it  to  a point  where  it  vies  even  with  the  rose 
itself  for  supremacy  in  beauty  of  color  and  contour.  No  garden  is 
complete  without  a few  of  the  representative  varieties,  and  they 
possess  one  great  advantage  over  many  plants  in  that  they  are  a 
permanent  investment,  the  plants  increasing  in  size  and  number  of 
blooms  each  year.  My  importations  are  all  strong  roots  with  from 
three  to  five  eyes,  are  true  to  name,  and  in  most  instances  bloom 
the  first  year.  This  list  includes  the  old  favorites  and  most  of  the 
newest  and  best  productions. 

Culture: — iA  trench,  two  feet  deep,  should  be  filled  with  a mixture 
of  one  part  well  rotted  cow  manure  and  three  parts  loam  well 
forked  and  mixed.  The  trench  should  be  filled  to  within  two  inches 
of  the  surface  and  allowed  to  stand  for  a week  or  two,  when  the 
roots  should  be  placed  on  the  surface  and  covered  with  not  more 
than  three  inches  of  rich  loam.  Deeper  planting  will  retard  the 
growth  of  the  plant.  The  distance  between  plants  should  be  about 
three  feet.  The  best  time  to  plant  is  in  the  late  fall  when  the 
roots  are  well  ripened. 

When  the  plants  come  in  bud,  all  but  the  large  central  bud  of 
each  branch  should  be  pinched  off  to  insure  perfection  of  bloom. 
After  they  have  ceased  blooming,  continue  to  cultivate  the  soil 
thoroughly,  for  the  healthy  growth  of  the  foliage  is  what  provides 
for  next  season’s  flowers  and  the  increased  size  of  the  plant.

MEISSONNIER,  (Crousse,  1886),  large  full  blooms,  color  brilliant 
purple  amaranth,  with  crimson  centre. 

MODESTE  GUERIN,  (Guerin*  1845),  large  full  bloom,  bright  rose 
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pink  with  purplish  cast  in  centre.  Very  sweetly  scented.

MME  LEONIE  CALOT,  (Calot,  1861),  (also  called  M.  Chas  Leve- 
que).  Medium  sized,  very  full  compact  bloom.  Soft  salmon  pink. 

MARIE  LEMOIN,  (Calot,  1869),  enormously  large  flower.  Sul- 
phur white,  shaded  chamois,  with  narrow  carmine  edge;  Erect  habit. 
Late  bloomer. 

NOBLISSIMA,  (Miellez,  1858;,  very  large,  full  bloomer.  Bright, 
deep  pink. 

PRESIDENT  ROOSEVELT,  fine  full  bloom.  Dark  carmine  purple. 

ROSEA  MAGNA,  deep  lilac  pink,  salmon  centre.

Hyacinths. 

The  Hyacinth  is  a very  useful  plant  for  bedding  if  care  is  taken 
in  the  selection  of  varieties,  both  as  to  shades  of  color  and  strength 
of  stem,  for  if  the  stems  are  not  strong  the  heavy  trusses  bend  them 
over  and  the  flowers  are  soon  spoiled.  They  are  particularly  useful 
where  broad  stretches  of  soft  color  is  desired,  or  for  growing  under 
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glass  or  in  the  house.  Four  to  six  bulbs  may  be  planted  in  a seven 
inch  bulb  pan  early  in  October  and  placed  out  of  doors  until  well 
rooted  and  then  they  are  ready  for  forcing  in  doors.  When  planted 
in  the  garden,  they  should  be  planted  to  a depth  of  five  or  six 
inches  and  six  inches  apart.
